British and American Labor in Come

plete Agreement to Put End

to German Autocracy.

British and American labor is united
and ready for a fight with German au-
tocracy, according to a cablegram to
the American Federation of Labor
from the American labor mission,
“British labor agrees with American
Inbor and the principles enunciated by
President Wilson,” the eable stated.
“And, what Is more important, the
movement in Germeany for a jolnt con-
ference of allled and German Iabor has
almost  disappeared. British  Inbor
leaders have declared their nnwilling-
ness to negotinte with the enemy.”
The cable adds: “The Prussian au-
tocrat; if he Is wise, will fear the new
solldarity of allied labor ss much a=
an overwhelming armed force in the
trenches.”

OTHER NOTES OF INTEREST

Thirty iron and brass foundries,
most of them with government con-
tracts, closed at Chicago, after break-
Ing off negotintions for a new wage
seale with the molders' unian.
